RIMSON RESIGNS, WILLIS ELECTED 
CHAIRMAN OF GENERAL ASSEMBLY 


One year after being elected toa 
fourth term in office, Bishop 
William Rimson resigned as 
Chairman of the _ General 
Assembly. His resignation was 
made official during the previous 
National Holy Convocation in 
Memphis, Tennessee. Elections 
were held at that time to replace 
im. 


The newly elected chairman of 
the General Assembly is Bishop 
Levi Willis from Norfolk, 
Virginia. Bishop Willis had run 
for this office in the 1980 
election, but lost to Rimson by 
about one hundred votes or 
more. When Bishop Rimson 
resigned, Willis was the logical 
successor and proved to be so in 
the special election held last 
November. He won by a 
landslide! 


Bishop Willis is by no means a 
stranger to the National Church. 
He has served for years in 
various capacities of national 
church work. Some of the 
positions he has served in 
include: Member of the National 
Board of Trustees, Chairman of 
the National Credentials 
Committee, Chairman of the 
Board of Bishops, and Chairman 
of the Constitutional 
Committee. 


The strengths he brings to this 


position of chairman of the 
General Assembly are varied. 
They mainly derive from his vast 
experiences in the church world, 
political world, and especially 
the business world. In addition 
to serving as chairman of the 
Board of a local bank, Bishop 
Willis owns and operates three 
funeral parlors and two radio 
stations. Being thoroughly 
acquainted with business 
administration and management, 
he views the church as a business 
and believes that it should be 
operated as such. 


Bishop Willis doesn’t anticipate 
any unexpected problems in his 
new position, although he does 
recognize that there will be the 
normal difficulties that are 
inherent in any organization of 
comparable size. Some of the 
goals he hopes to accomplish 
include assisting the Church of 
God in Christ in establishing a 
solid financial program, a 
program that is well-thought 
out, well-worked out, and 
feasible. He also hopes to assist 
the Church in operating on 
sound fiscal policy. To sum it all 
up, Bishop Willis will seek to 
draw upon his experience and 
expertise as a builder and 
organizer, to help move the 
Church forward in a progressive 
and peaceful manner. 


The success that Bishop Willis 
has already experienced in the 
ministry did not occur 
overnight. He says he knows 
what its like to pastor a church 
and have to pay the rent out of 
personal funds. He says that he 
can identify with pastors of 
small churches and with Bishops 
of small jurisdictions. He started 
out as a bishop with three 
churches. His jurisdiction now 
has sixty churches. 


All of this began some thirty-one 
years ago when a voice spoke to 
him in a shameful state of 
intoxication, and told him to go 
home and go to church. The 
following Sunday he attended a 
church service where 
“something” picked him up and 
carried him down to the altar. 
At that point he gave his life to 
the Lord. 


Months later, Brother Willis 
heard another voice, “I’ve 
anointed you to preach the 
gospel.”” Not wanting to preach, 
he counseled with his pastor, 
who advised him to obey the 
voice of the Lord. He did and 
eight years later, at the age of 
29, he began pastoring a little 
mission, which has grown to be 
one of the largest churches in 
the state.

PARADE THAT COMES TO 


TOWN

TEXT: Eph. 4:14 ‘...That we 
henceforth be no more children, 
tossed to and fro, and carried 
about with every wind of 
doctrine, by sleight of men, and 
cunning craftiness, whereby they 
lie in wait to deceive.” 


2 Peter 2:1-3 “But there were 
false prophets also among the 
people, even as there shall be 
false teachers among you, who 
privily shall bring in damnable 
heresies, even denying the Lord 
that bought them and _ bring 
upon themselves swift 
destruction. And many shall 
follow their pernicious ways; by 
reason of whom the way of 
truth shall be evil spoken of. 
And through coveteousness shall 
they with feigned words make 
merchandise of you: whose 
judgement now of a long time 
lingereth not, and _ their 
damnation slumbereth not.” 


What is more exciting to a child 
than his first parade? The 
splendor of a gigantic mass of 
marching men, and sometimes 
women, boys and girls. There are 
beautiful colored banners and 
flags; exquisite uniforms, 
brass-bands, clowns, 
acrobats and in some cases horse 
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Excited? Yes, but the child is 
more puzzled and enthused and 
he can no longer control his 


behavior. He suddenly finds 
himself on the brink of 
enjoyment that is experienced 
by all ages; tots, teens, 


grown-ups and grandma’s. 


Remember your first parade; the 
lump in your throat, wondering 
what would come along next? 
The oh’s and ah’s; the crack of 
the whip; the cloud-burst of 
fireworks, oodles and oodles of 
helium filled balloons. All of this 
was a part of the parade. 


We used to follow the band, 
keeping in step with the 
cadence; left, right, left, right... 
and so on. And suddenly it’s all 
over. The end has come and off 
they march to make glad the 
hearts of others whose 
anticipation and enthusiasm is as 
great as ours. 


Now more than ever, had the 
church been plagued by the 
parade of deceit, presenting 
itself in every form; fortune 
tellers, wonder-workers, miracle 
workers, mystics, magicians, 
hypnotists, pseudo-scientists, 
and anything else in the 
get rich-quick game. 


We have been taught better and 
certainly our reasoning faculties 
should withstand our desires, 
but the urge to jump on the 
band-wagon and follow the 
crowd has had great success in 


Overcoming those who are 
unwary. 
You know, when we were 


children, we never knew which 
way the parade was going, and 
sometimes we’d end up blocks 
and blocks away from home. We 
hadn’t intended to get that far 
away, but the lights; the floats 
and clowns; even the music had 
blinded our imaginations. It 
made us forget who we were, 
what we were and where we 
were. But we who are said to be 
born again and I do mean truly 
born again, we should never let 
it be said that we have forgotten 
who we are and what we are, 
and especially where we are. The 
word of Him who is Holy, warns 
us daily against merchandising 
the gospel. It warns against false 
prophets, false teachers, 
deceivers self-styled monarchs 
and above all false christs. This is 
a “thus saith the Word” warning. 
(read the 14th Verse.) 


The Bible in clear tones says, 
“Be no more children (other 
words, don’t be babies) easily 
led or persuaded.”” TOSSED TO 
AND FRO driven by the wind of 
teaching. By the sleight of men 
which originally meant those 
who were dice-players. Later it 
came to mean trickery of any 
kind, because of the various 
tricks used to cheat in the game 
of dice. Satan seeks to destroy; 
to degrade and to deceive the 
child of God. This he does with 
interlectural blindness-the 
blinding of the mind. 


The Bible warns in Col. 2:8, 
“Walk after the Spirit, not the 
flesh-” walk after Christ not the 
rudiments of the world. Paul 
says, ““‘Beware lest any man spoil 
you through philosophy and 
vain deceit, after the tradition of 
men...’’ The spirit of deception 
has sought to weaken the Spirit 
of truth. The Bible also says that 
Satan has transformed himself 
into an angel of light.

I have striven diligently to unselfishly lead our Church for the past 
twelve years. I have been honest in all of my dealings and I am 
not ashamed of my past performance because no man can 
truthfully say that I have been dishonest with the Church’s funds 
nor have I, intentionally, ill-treated anyone. If I Have made any 
mistakes, they have been honest ones and if I am made aware of 
them, I will humbly apologize and make restitution. 


Every project I have undertaken has been in the interest of the 
General Church and not for personal aggrandizement. For the 
past several years I have been trying to get the members of the 
Church to cooperate with me in the God-given vision of Saints 
Center. We have, through the support of a few of us, been able to 
purchase about seventy (70%) percent of the land needed for this 
development.

That time limit has been revised several times and has 
presently expired. Therefore, we will either have to make use of 
the land now, or return it to the Memphis Housing Authority. 


I cannot build and develop Saints Center alone, neither can you. 
However, if each of us would do all we can for the expansion of 
the Lord’s work it would be a very easy task. As I am writing this 
letter I hear the air-hammers cutting out the concrete floor for 
updated fire escapes in our downtown headquarters, that we are 
in the process of renovating for the use of our “All Saints 
University” we hope to open in the not too distant future. 


The latest effort for fund raising put forth in our Church is a 
request for at least five-thousand (5,000) individuals or 
congregations, to donate one-hundred ($100.00) dollars per 
month for twelve (12) months. 


I am begging you to please be one of these regular 
contributors, whether monthly or weekly, with whatever amount 
you are able to send. I do, however, hope you understand that 
conttibutions have to be CONSISTENT and NOW.

7. The purchase of a 25 inch TV 
monitor, a video cassette 
recorder, and a professional roll 
stand for the library

Many of the problems teenagers 
bring into a family situation go 
unsolved because the parents 
just don’t know what to do.

NEWS FROM WASHINGTON 


POLL SAYS BLACKS, 
WHITES AGREE ON 
SOME ISSUES 


The findings in a Washington 
Post-ABC News poll found 
divergent views among white and 
black Americans, although both 
groups felt that race relations 
had improved. 


Most whites sense that anti-black 
discrimination has been all but 
wiped out in the U.S. Whites 
tend to feel that blacks need to 


take advantage of equal 
opportunity, although whites 
doubt that blacks have the 


motivation to do so. Blacks, 
however, view white society as 
maintaining racial barriers. And 
blacks fear and sense a new 
direction in U.S. race relations. 


Specifically, the study examined 


perceptions of current issues and 
U.S. integration trends. A total 
of 1,872 people were polled by 
telephone, including 446 blacks. 


They were asked whether the 
acts of violence against black 
children in Atlanta were the 
result of isolated incidences or a 
conspiracy. Response from 
blacks was that 57 percent view 
the violence as a conspiracy 
while 58 percent of whites 
polled view the acts as isolated. 


The Post-ABC pollsters asked 
whether there will be a 
difference in programs between 
president Reagan and Carter. 
For whites, 16 percent believe 
Reagan will do more; 54 percent 
believe it makes no difference; 
22 percent believe Reagan will 
do less. For blacks, four percent
